A Timely Wnrnlng as to June Treatment 
of Mumll Frulte. 

FruitH and vegetables are composed 
mostly of water. No component part 
of same Is so plentiful, yet so difficult 
to supply in proper quantity. The fruit 
grower should then know how to guard 
ugulnst seasons of drouth and preserve 
the natural moisture of the soil. This 
can be done In two ways. 

First—By Irrigation, which is practlc. 
able only In" certain favored localities 
by ditches and canals and by various 
punyplng lievloers, pipes and drains, 
necessarily limited in extent, and then 
only with considerable expense. Success 
by these methods requires about 1,000 
barrels of water per acre for each appli¬ 
cation. 

Second—By retaining moisture al¬ 
ready In thm soil by mulching. Thi-i 
may be practiced by all. Well prepared 
ground receives sufficient moisture in 
spring to fully mature the largest crop. 
Tons of moisture from every acre are 
escaping dally In the growing season. 
The best and most practical way to 
preserve this moisture and plate it just 
where It is most available for plant 
use Is by frequent shallow cultivation, 
forming a fine earth mulch. This ap¬ 
plies to gardens and all hoed crops. 
Where soil cannot all be cultivated, as 
with small fruits, then use manure, 
leaves, straw, eiover, marsh hay, or 
any material to shade the ground and 
retard evaporation. With coarse mulch 
close around fruit plants, and a fine 
.eqjth mulch between the rows, large 
crops may be carried safely through 
severe drouths. Commence at once and 
continue until productarare mature. 

The new’ strawberry plant should not 
be allowed to bear fruit the ..rst sea¬ 
son. Pick off all fruit stems as soon 
as they appear,. Three methods of train¬ 
ing the strawberry are in use. "fcij hill 
system, where all runners are removed; 
the narrow row. where only part of new 
runners are allowed to form plant; and 
the full matted row, where plants are 
allowed to fill all the space excepting a 
narrow path between rows. All have 
advocates, and all have special merits, 
depending on soil, climate, variety and 
grower. The full matted row is most 
used, being easiest to manage. 

Guard against too many plants |n 
small space. They consume moisture, 
suffer from drouth and produce small 
ferries. Each plant should have from 
four to six inches square space In which 
lo gyow’ and mature its fruits. When 
new vane* of the Raspberries and black¬ 
berries are 1ft to lS Inchc, Jjffrh. jdnch 
off the tap about three inches. This will 
cause side branches to grow, making 
W’ell formed bushes and greatly In¬ 
crease the bearing surface of the canes.

ralt does not dlssolvi, and will give a 
gritty taste to the salad. Breatf up the 
head of lettuce, remoVdhe green leaves 
and use only the crisp bleached leave 3 . 
Tear the largo leaves In pieces. Wash 
them all In cold water. Drain them 
carefully In a wire salad* basket (a flour 
tleve will do). ’When the leaves are 
freed from water, set them on the Ice 
to become chilled for fifteen or twenty 
minutes, or until you are ready to 
serve the salad. Pour over the salad, 
at the table, a saladspoonful and a half 
of the best ollye oil. Toss the leaves 
until they are thoroughly coated; then 
pour over them the vinegar, salt and 
pepper and toss again very carefully. 

. Great care must be exercised In pur¬ 
chasing oil, as much of the oil sold 
at groceries Is unfit for use. Only the 
best oil of the olive will do for salad. 
Do not allow anybody to persuade you 
that cottonseed oil, or any other pro¬ 
duct of doubtful origin will do. Pur¬ 
chase the best oil of a trustworthy 
dealer, and If you are fond of salads, 
buy It by the gallon at this season of 
the year and keep It In a cold store¬ 
room, bringing only a small quantity 
out at a time. It is not safe to keep 
a targe AjottTe of it In a warm dlnlrrg 
morn, df in a dining room pantry, as 
It Is likely to spoil before it can be 
used up. 

The success of a lettuce salad depends 
on selection of a tender, well bleached 
head of lettuce; on proper preparation 
of the leaves In washing, drying and 
chilling them, so that they come to the 
tuble crisp and cold; and on the use of 
tho best ingredients. Omission of one 
thing prescribed In the preparation will 
make It a failure. This is the reason 
why the salad is so seldom what it 
should be. *’ 

If you de3ire to omit the oil, substi¬ 
tute three tablcspoonfuls. of thick, 
sweet cream for It, and prepare the 
salad otherwise In the same way. This 
salad may be varied by preparing it 
from one head of lettuce and Htfo firm, 
red tomatoes, peeled, chilled and cut 
In slices. Sometimes two hard-boiled 
eggs ore sliced and added to a plain 
salad of lettuce. 

Two heads of firm white celery, 
washed and cut In square lengths, 
drained carefully and chilled, make a 
delicious salad to serve with game. 
It Is dressed like a lettuce salad. As 
a change, a clove of garlic, sprinkled 
with a little salt. Is sometimes peeled 
and nibbed vigorously on the sides of 
the salad boxvl before the salad Is put 
in. This gives all the flavor of garlic 
necessary. It 1h an excellent addition 
to an escarole salad. The ewcorole is a 
species of chicory, with broad, flat, 
bleached leave, that comes to market 
In wlnterm *t Is a bleacher herb 
raised In cellars and must be handled 
carefully to prevent Its wilting and be¬ 
coming soft. Cut off the root If It Is 
on the bunch. Do not wash the leaves 
unless they are very sandy, but wipe 
fcach one off very carefully. Cut off the 
green portion of the leaf. A pair of 
scissors Is most convenient for the pur- 
nso. Chill the leaves and dress them 
with the French dressing used for let¬ 
tuce.—Philadelphia Times.

The 
Kingston News on Monday, following 
in the wake of the Mail, had a lengthy 
editorial in which the following oc¬ 
curred : “Mercier is dead, but his 
spirit is marching on. His fellow- 
boodlers are soon to he entrenched in 
power at Ottawa, and tho latter-day 
revival of his “National” movement 
must be reflected in any Cabinet Mr. 
Laurier can form. Now \ that the 
French mind is inllamed with drains 
of racial glory, English speaking 
Liberals must beware what they say.” 
VVliat tho English speaking Liberals 
and all true Canadiaus must beware 
of is crafty demagogues who in an at¬ 
tempt to gain place and power 
endeavor to intlamothe passions of tho 
puoplo by appeals to racial feelings. 
Mercier is dead. Ho was punished for 
his misdeeds by the Liberals of Quebec. 
The punishment meted out to Mercier 
is in direct contrast to tho reception 
accorded Chapleau, Larigiviu, Caron, 
MdUroevy and others, by the Con¬ 
servative party. The French Can¬ 
adians of Quebec have risen superior 
to tho dictates of the clerical lash and 
refused to support tho arch boodler 
Tuppcr and his policy of coercion. 
Mr. Laurier is a high minded states¬ 
man and loyal to tho British crown. 
Ho looks to England for his ideals and 
is first of all a Canadian.

The 
words of the famous French prelate, 
i hat ‘‘the last shot for British rule in 
America will bo fired from the citadel 
of Quebec by a French Canadian” 
stands good to-day Frenchmen know 
well that they are assured of greater 
freedom under the British flag than 
under tho tri-color of La Bello France. 
The desife of tho French Canadians to 
build up a French nationality on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence exists only 
in the itnigiuution of chagrined uud 
defeated Tory politicians. Under the 
guidance of the Hon. Wilfred Laurior 
and Sir Oliver Mowat Cunada will 
develop into a homogeneous,prosperous 
and happy country.

Drevenstvdt says: "An*egg is concen¬ 
trated food weighing one jtnd one-aalf 
ounce*, composed oCJIme, soda, sul- 
pnur, Iron, phosphorus, magnesia, oil 
and albumen, which are nearly alJ 
found In the composition of green bone. 
So if we feed the hen it v/fe supply her 
with the proper materials with which 
to make eggs, for the hen is the. mill, 
the crop is the hopper, the egg the grist. 
Every particle of the egg, yolk, albu¬ 
men and shell, come from tlic assimi¬ 
lated food through the blood cells. If 
we feed fat and heat-forming foods 
there canndt folliw the largest egg 
production." Whatever the appetite of 
a healthy hen crave* Is lacking in her 
food. 

Fed two to three times a week, or 
Just a very little each day, it certainly 
is a healthful, egg-producing, tissue- 
forming food, Insuring rapid and great 
growth of chicks, and taking the place, 
In great measure, of the bug and in- 
rect mea*t fowls obtain tn the natural 
state. It should not, understand, be 
forced upon them too largely, as con¬ 
fined fowls need coarse food, such as 
grass or clover as "surely as they do 
grain and flesh, else-looseness of bow¬ 
els, torpid liver, lndflgestlon and % other 
evils must ensue. 

Fowls running at large also need 
meat If they have but dry, grasshop¬ 
perless, buglejss, wormless feeding 
grounds. How does the chicken eat* 
when given access to all kinds of food, 
at liberty? a bug or two, a few nips'of 
green stufl( then a few k^rnelB of grain 
a sip of water now' and then, and oft 
It goee after an Insect; now a scratch 
lor one or two worms, ajitl some seeds, 
a few more beakfuls of grass or weed, 
and it is off for a-bath In the dusting 
place. The nearer the breeder can du¬ 
plicate this natural, llttle-at-oytlme va¬ 
ried mahner of feeding, with his yarded 
fowls, so much the nearer will he come 
to realizing profit on his Investment 
and pleasure for his pains.—Farm 
News. 


Weaning the Chirks. 

It is usually very desirable for a hen 
to wean chickens when about four 
weeks old. Hens usually^carry chickens 
until seven or eight weeks old, but if a 
warm roosting place is provided, a 
chicken Is sufficiently strong to leave 
the hen when four weeks old, and it is 
to the Interest of the poultry raiser to 
get the- hens to laying again as soon 
as possible. If a hen shows no sign of 
weaning her chickens when four weeks 
old, one can wean them very easily by 
Keeping them away from the hen a few 
days. I have always found it advis¬ 
able tojet the hen wean her chickens 
herself, which she will Invariably do 
when they are about four weeks old. 
If she is placed on the same diet as the 
laying hens, as soon as she hatches, 
for as a rule hens wean their chick¬ 
ens as soon as they go back to laying, 
and if one will give plenty of meat and 
other egg-producing food, hens will re¬ 
sume laying and wean their chickens 
within four weeks after they hatch, 
and sometimes earlier. 

As soon as the chicks are weaned 
they should be watched very closely 
and not allowed to wander off In the 
early mornings, or sleep In filthy places 
ut night, for they are more subjected 
to diseases—such as sore head and roup 
- as they grow older than when young. 
During the spring months small chick¬ 
ens can roost out In the ope* air In 
the south, but In the north where the 
atmosphere Is very chilly It Is best to 
have a small house* with a small stove, 
and all weaned chickens should b« 
made' lb roost In It until the weathei 
gets w'nrm, when we think It best to 
lot them roost out In. the fresh alr.~» 
Fnrm ar<* Home.

INJURIOUS IN6ECT8* 

■entomologist Jamn Flstohsr Ottawa 
on the Joae Varieties. 

The month of June la not only the 
season when nil vegetation stems to 

make a midden rush forward to ma¬ 
turity, but also the month when in¬ 
sect# of all kind# are moat noticeable. 
The fruit grower and farmer must be 
at work early and late If he wotfld 
successfully prevent injury to hki orops 
by his Insect enemies. Fruit 
must be sprayed with Bordeaux 
tur« and Paris green If funfWM die- 
cases and leaf-eating insects as# to be 
kept In check. 

Early in June, In moat parte of 
Canada, the young emerge from be¬ 
neath the old scales of the oyster 
•hell bark-louse of the apple, and this 
injurious pest can be easily destroyed 
at that time if the tree* be thorough¬ 
ly sprayed with a kerosene emulsion 
wash made by dflutlng the ordinary 
stock emulsion with nine parts of 
water. 

Spraying fruit trees Is now so gen¬ 
erally practised by progressive fruit 
growers that It Is unnecessary to de¬ 
vote much space to pointing out the 
benefits of this operation. It ha* bean 
shown by many experiments the ex¬ 
traordinary advantage which follows 
the spraying of apple trees with Parts 
green, 1 lb., fresh lime, 1 lb., and 
water, 200 gallons, to prevent Injury 
by the codling moth. This spraying 
must be done within a few days after 
the blossoms fall. The same mixture 
sprayed over plum and peach trees

prevents to a large measure Injury by 

plum curcul'o.. Another pest of 
fcpple orchard, which may be suo- 
fully treated by spraying with 
green In June, Is the canker- 
the green or brown oaterpll- 
of which sometimes strip w’hole 
iards of almost every leaf, leaving 
trees brown and sere as though 
scorched wdth flro. 

'Hie second brood of the Imported 
currant worm appears during this 
month, and a close watch must be 
kept so ns to treat the goose-berry and 
currant bushes with hellebore as &>on 
as the Caterpillars show themselves* 
For the first tunpd. which appears In 
I \i0y, Paris green may be used, but 
second brood, whloh comes 
whin the fruit Is almost full-grown, 
prison Is too dangerous, and helle- 
must be used. This latter Is a 
vegetable poison and soon loses Its 
virulence when once wetted, either 
when applied In water or when moist¬ 
ened two or three times by the dew. 
The Injury .to currant bushes conse¬ 
quent on allowing them to be stripped 
or their leaves Is not confined to the 
year when this Injury is done, but 
bushes stripped one* year only pro¬ 
duce small and Inferior fruit the fol¬ 
lowing season. 

In the vegetable garden the most 
troublesome June pestH In all parts of 
the Dominion are certainly the many 
Kinds of cutworms. Those are dull- 
colored, smooth, grensy-looklng cater¬ 
pillars. The head Is smooth and shin¬

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EIGHTH INTERNATIONAL CONVEN¬ 
TION TO BE HELD IN BOSTON. 

A BspVMsntftttvs Body of I 
Works*/of tho 
*nd tho Unltod 
dstton* of tho Ixooutlvo Commit too. 

The eighth International Sunday 
School convention, to b« held In Boston 
on ths 23rd, 24tb, 26th and 26th of this 
month will be a representative body, 
comprising 2,684 delegates from the 
Sunday Schools of*the Unlted^Btates 
and 212 from the Provinces of the 
Dominion of Canada, and wHl be en¬ 
trusted with matters of lnterdenomms' 
tlonal, national and International Im¬ 
portance 

The new Tremont Temple (Just com¬ 
pleted, May 1), Rev. Dr. Lorimer pas¬ 
tor, will be the headquarters of the 
convention, where lhost of the meet¬ 
ings will be held, and where the vari¬ 
ous convention oommlttees will have

their headquarters at the time of the 
convention. This magnificent and mod¬ 
ern church building has been construct¬ 
ed with special reference to Just such 
u convention as this. It has several 
line auditoriums, ail under the same 
roof, with an aggregate seating capac¬ 
ity of over 6,000; numerous commdtteo 
rooms; accommodations for light lunch¬ 
es, etc., all of which will be at the 
disposal of the convention. The main 
hall will be appropriately decorated, 
and an opportunity will be given for 
the display of state, provincial and ter¬ 
ritorial maps, If they are sent early 
eoM gh for the committee to arrange 
them—a week before the opening of the 
.convention. 

Park Street Church, which Is famous 
In the annals of Congregationalism, 
will be used for other meetings. It Is 
on the opposite side of the street from 
the Tremont Temple, within a stone’s 
throw. 

The representation from Canada will 
be as follows: Alberta, 2 delegates; 
Hrltlsh Columbia, 5; Manitoba, 8; New¬ 
foundland, 9; New’ Brunswick, 14; Nova 
Scotia, 18; Ontario, 8&; Prince Edward 
Island, 11; Quebec, 59—total, 212. 

The meetings will be as follows: The 
Lesson Committee will meet on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday, June 10 and 20, to 
select the lessons of 1899, and to com¬ 
plete their work; the Executive Com¬ 
mittee will hold a prayer and confer¬ 
ence meeting on Sunday afternoon, 
June 21, and will meet for business on 
Monday morning, June 22. 

The convention will meet on Tues¬ 
day morning, Juno 23. In the Temple 
auditorium, and will hold three ses¬ 
sions each day In thlH hall. Two ses¬ 
sions each day (ufternoun and even¬ 
ing) wifi be held tn Lorimer Hall (In 
the Temple Building), and a session 
will bt held each day at noon In Purk 
Street Church, at which Mr. Moody 
will speuk. If necessary, a third even¬ 
ing meeting will be held In Park Street 
Church. 

The convention will review the work 
of the pust three years, and .will tuke 
action for the future. The principal 
recommendations of the Executive 
Committee will be as follow's: 

1.—That the field of the International 
Convention be extended to Include all 
of North America, Including Green¬ 
land, Cuba and the other West India 
Islands.

A dose of venom sufficient to kill four 
hundred horses cun be supported by 
such an animal without any 111 < fleets, 
and the serum from Its blood Is an ab- 
rnlute antidote to the poison of any 
venomous snake.

caterpillars hatch and 
_ f their growth In the au- 
They pass the winter In a tor¬ 
pid condition, and are ready to attack 
any young vegetation as soon as It 
starts In spring. There nre many 
kinds of cutworms, and these differ 
somewhat In their habits; but most ol 
those which com*' prominently befort 
the farmer and gardener come out from 
tHblr hiding-places by day and cut off 
young plants Just at the surface of the 
ground, and then, burrowing a short 
distance Into the soil, devour the cut 
off plant at their leisure. There nre 
two remedies which may be success¬ 
fully used against those which work 
In this way. One Ip to wrap a piece of 
paper around the stem of young plants 
when puttli»g them out ^ spring so 
as to leave a collar an, lri^ above the 
ground when the plant Is set. For to¬ 
matoes and cabbages old tomato cans 
with fhe tops and bottoms melted ot 
form a perfectly Impenetrable barrier 
td all cutworms. The second plan re¬ 
ferred to Is know'll as “poison traps/’ 
and this plan Is very popular with all 
who have tried It. It consists of tying 
up bundles of weeds, grass, clover or 
any other succulent vegetation, and, 
haying dipped the 6 undlflB In a strong 
mixture of Paris green and water, 
racing them about at intervals on the 
infested ground. The tyitworms are 
attracted to them to feed or for shelt¬ 
er. and large numbers are thus easily 
destroyed. A plan of a Similar nature 
has lately been adopted with go»odi 
results. It consists of mixing enough 
Paris green with bran to give it a 
greenish tinge and then moistening It 
w'ith enough watyr to make it adhere 
slightly. A little of this mixture 
(about a teaspoonful) Is put at short 
distances along rows of beets or other 
plants, and is claimed to be very at¬ 
tractive to all kinds of cutworms. It 
lass been used at the base of orchard 
trees for climbing cutworms, as well 
as In gardens for .the ordinary varie¬ 
ties. 

There Is a class of cutworms which 
have rather different habits from tho 
above, because they spend the greatei

sulute antidote very welcome. Europe 
porst f»pes fewer poisonous snuk'-s than 
any other continent, yet the yearly to¬ 
tal of deaths caused by serpent* is quite 
large even there, in two departments 
of France 321 people were bitten by 
snakes In a period of five years, sixty- 
two cases being fatal. 

Dr. Calmette Is sending hl« anti¬ 
venom all over the world to bo dis¬ 
tributed (Among physicians. The Pas¬ 
teur Institute In Chicago v. Ill be the 
distributing point for the United States. 
There is no known chemical which by 
Injection Into the system can be de¬ 
pended upon to nullify the effects of 
snake venom. Chloride of lime and 
chloride of gold are the most etfiea- -■ 
clous, but their acTTon Is very uncer¬ 
tain. if over half an hour had Alapw d 
after the bite they are always useless.^ 
I he anvenomous serurd will neutiijl- 
Izo the poison two hours after the bite, 
and in tbc case of the less poisonous 
snakes after a much longer Interval. 

For many years scientists have been 
trying to find out the exact chemical 
nature of snaks 
poison So far they 
have been unsuc- ? 
cessful. It ha/been 
proved to consist c-f 
three distinct sub¬ 
stances, but nobody 
knows accur¬ 

ately what they are. 
Tile fio*t substance 
Is salu to bt; pep¬ 
tone, which has u 
very slow action 
And produces ulceration locally. The 
wucond Is some virulent matter which 
causes great Infiltration of blood when 
Injected Into the tissues; {he third Is 
of an albuminous nature, and Is not 
apparently poisonous In itself. Bolling 
htat destroys the poisonous qualities 
of snake venom. When concentrated 
by rerhovihg the albumen and retain¬ 
ing the salts, the residuum Is forty 
times more poisonous than the normal 
venom. It is then the most powcrlul 
poison known, and enough of it could 
be put into a thimble to kill 2 S.Q 00 
people. 

The only living creatures known 
which are proof agilnst snake poison 
are makes themselves. Plffh possess 
great power of resistance to the poison, 
and so does thb 
mongoose of India, 
which feeds /Upon 
venomous snake*:. A 
mongoose, though 
■ot so big as a rab¬ 
bit, will only «uc- 
cumb to a dose of 
poison large enough 
to kill eight rabbits. 

Dr. Chalmette had 
six mongooses at 
his little menagerie In the town of 
LUle, France, and be discovered that 
the animal Mils the terrible fcobrn and 
escaper injury only by Its wonderful 
quickness, and Is not proof against the 
bite of Its dangeious prey. 

Of all the different snakes collected 
by Dr. Chalmette the venom Is almost 
identical. It only differs In th degree 
of virulence, the venom tying more 
diluted In some snakes than in others. 
Thus only one antidote Is required for 
all snake bites, but the amount in¬ 
jected must vary with the Intensity of 
the venom of the snake and the quan¬ 
tity Infused In the wound. A Jose 
which would destroy the venom of a 
rattlesnake would be too weak for a 
cobra and some of the deadly snakea 
of tropical countries. ^
